It is estimated that at present there are some 
30,000,000 pounds-of quality dairy butter in storage. 
Prices arc the lowest in twenty-five years. This may 
seem a tremendous surplus but, as the Dairymen's League 
Co-operative Association of New York points out, it 
could be entirely eliminated if each of the six million 
American farm families would use an extra pound of but- 
ter per week for a period of five weeks. 

It is brought out, further, that the dairy farmer him- 
self is not without blame. A $ur\'cy of cross-roads and 
village grocery stores disclosed that a large part of but- 
ter substitutes sold in this country arc purchased and 
consumed by farm families, in spite of the fact that these 



substitutes are lacking in the protective vitamin found 
in genuine dairy products. 

Ic looks as if the solution to the dairy phase of the 
farm problem is largely a matter for the farmer himself 
to solve through his own dinner table.

So FAR, these stories about the Public Service 
Company of Northern Illinois have been 
largely historical. They have desaibcd the 
Company's birth, its growing pains, its com- 
ing of age. . . . Now we turn to a considera- 
tion of what its progress has meant to the 
thousands of people who have made theii 
homes in northern Illinois beyond the limits 
of the Gty of Chicago. 

The World War is a convenient milestone 
for our garerttion— a logical starting-place 
frovn which to reckon changes in living con- 
ditions. Remember how full of drudgery the 
average home was before the War? How 
many families denied themselves certain 
conveniences because they were thought 
expensive? Strange as it seems today, elec- 
tricity was often classed as a luxury twenty 
years ago. 

From the beginning, it became the aim ot 
the Public Service Company to make electric- 
ity available to all of northern Illinois — and 
to reduce rates whenever it could be done 
:without jeopardizing the quality of service. 
In 1914, three years after the Company was 
founded, customers benefited by two rate re- 
ductions. In the following year came another 
reduction. In 1916, two more. 

And this was during the World War aisii. 
Prices on all commodities were soaring. The 
*'high cost of living" was discussed wherever 
people gathered. There were coal-less Mon- 
days. GasoUne-icss Sundays. Sugar was strictly 



rationed. Through these trying years, in spite 
of the increased cost of raw materials and 
labor, rates for electric service in northern 
Illinois were not raised. 

Diuing the post-war period a slight in- 
aease in rates did become necessary, but this 
was temporary. In 1923 began a series of four 
substantial reduaions. And today, in many 
northern Illinois homes elearicity costs about 
half as much as it did in 1911. It is the only 
important item on the family budget which 
is substantially lower in price now than it was 
before the War! 

Remarkable as this achievement is, it is 
not the complete story. You remember what 
"clearic service" used to consist of in those 
early days. It meant tlear/c lights— usually a 
drop cord suspended from the ceiling of each 
room. Elearic washing machines and vacuum 
cleaners were too experimental, too costly, 
to bt extensively used. Toast and coffee still 
had to be made in the kitchen. Electric refrig- 
erators and radios were unknown; 

Tcxlay elearic time- and labor-savers are 
taken for granted. They have revolutionized 
living conditions in the home — working con- 
ditions in the faaory, the office and on the 
farm. This vast new field in which the gas 
and electricity produced by the Public Service 
Company is being put to work makes an 
interesting companion-story to that of the 
greatly reduced rates at which these se^^'ices 
are now available. It will be told next week.
